In about 16 hours 
the Reds lobbed nearly 8,000 shells 
onto the Nationalist target islands, 
according to official ccunt. 

Ships discharged their cargoes 
and left unscathed, the Nationalist 
defense ministry said. This would 
be the most successful penetration 
yet of the blockade.

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Atlas Test Failure 
Is New Reminder 


Failure of the first attempt to launch 
the Atlas missile its full 6,000-mile range 
is a reminder that this country still has 
ho operational intercontinental ballistic 
weapon. From that we can draw no 
comfort. 

Russia reportedly has such a missile. 
And. according to information which has 
leaked from the Pentagon, the Soviets can 
begin manufacturing them in quantity 
next year. All evidence points to a grow- 
ing lead by the Russians in the missiles 
and rockets field. 

Also from Washington comes disquiet- 
ing reports of quandary in the Pentagon 
over proposed cutbacks in missiles re- 
‘search and production. This, a year after 
launching the Sputnik, amounts to such a 
calculated risk as to court suicide. Those 
who have been saying that the United 
States soon may be reduced to a second- 
rate military p@wer can be disregarded 
only to our own peril. 

Modern Russian strategy—huge land 
armies to overrun Europe, missiles, a 
strong air force and a powerful subma- 
rine fleet armed with atomic missiles to 
attack the United States — calls ; for 
greater effort than we have yet decided 
to make. Economy will avail us nothing 
if in the long run it means defeat in war. 

Failure of the Atlas is saddening. But 
it was only the first long-range test and 
earlier short-range tests were successful. 
It calls for redoubled efforts to make 
sure that whatever caused the failure is 
corrected.

Outlook Seems Brighter 


For Quemoy Cease Fire 


Reports from Warsaw, all unofficial, 
but carrying the stamp of probability, are 
that the Communist Chinese will agree 
on a cease fire in the Formosan Straits if 
we will remove Chiang’s troops from 
them and neutralize them as a base of 
attack. 

The United States reportedly is asking 
for a cease fire to be followed by negotia- 
tions about the offshore islands. If the 
Red Chinese and their Russian collab- 
orators are sincere in wishing to neu- 
tralize the islands, the hope is they may 
agree to the U.S. proposal. 

The United States is in a position both 
difficult and embarrassing. It is one 
which will not hold public support how- 
ever much we endorse, as we do, the 
President’s “no appeasement” stand. 

Chiang Kai-shek has said he will 
never get off the offshore islands. He is 
there now only because we are protecting 
his supply lines. He is on Formosa only 
because we spend more than 100 million 
dollars each year to keep him there. He 
wants war. We don’t. He can blackmail 
us because he knows that while he is 
not important, the symbol of a free For- 
mosa, protected by the United States, is 
a great anti-Communist symbol in Asia. 

It is all of that. And we must keep it 
so. But if our people agree that the off- 
shore islands must be neutralized we 
must accept and see that Chiang agrees. 
Almost none of our military leaders want 
to a have a war begin over those islands. 
If settlement can be negotiated they can 
be neutralized without any loss of face. 

If might be wise in view of all this 
that we move to submit the issue of 
“force” or lack of it to the United Nations.

On this page yesterday Columnist 
William S. White again called attention 
to the dilemma of the Democratic Party. 
It seems assured of overwhelming victory 
in this year’s congressional elections but 
is threatened with internal dissension as 
a result which might cost it the White 
House in 1960. 

Mr. White pointed out correctly that 
the next Congress could “so rub up and 
inflame the civil rights issue” as to make 
the Democratic National Convention of 
1960 hardly less destructive than that of 
1860. This, of course, is not a prospect to 
be relished, least of all by the South 
itself. 

With the political tides running 
against them, Republicans can be expect- 
ed to drive every civil rights wedge possi- 
ble into the Democratic opposition. Demo- 
cratic liberals outside the South will go 
along with them. The result, unless cool 
heads prevent it, could be a breakup of 
. the party. The GOP objective is the 
White House in 1960 over a dissected 
Democratic corpse. 

This challenge to leadership of the 
Democrats indeed is one of the most seri- 
ous in the history of the party. It calls 
for calmness and for making every effort 
to reach compromise. Statements such as 
that of Paul Butler recently contribute 
little in that direction.

Two liquor retailers have reported that 
a man who identified himself as a repre- 
sentative of John Bradley, who is head 
of two liquor dealer associations, has 
asked them to sign an affidavit. The 
affidavit, they said, was to swear that 
the money they had contributed to T. V.

May World Soon See 
Its Last A-Bomb Test! 


What is perhaps the last test of the 
nation’s atomic bombs has begun in the 
historic flats near Las Vegas where, about 
14 years ago, the world first saw the 
blinding flash and the awesome mush- 
room of smoke from the first man-made 
blast provided by fission of atoms. 

Our own government has set Oct. 31 
as the proposed end to such tests. The 
Russians are threatening to resume their 
own if we do not halt. But this is believed 
to be merely a propaganda use of the 
issue. 

Talks will be held, unless the Soviets 
pull out, at Geneva this fall, to create 
international control of atomic weapons. 
A world-girdling “listening post” system 
is proposed. It is, according to scientists 
of nations who have proposed it, ade- 
quate to detect any sneak test. 

Somehow we hope that never again 
will there be a test of such hideous 
weapons by any people anywhere. The 
swift development of nuclear: energy for 
peace-time uses in medicine, research and 
industry is gratifying, offering hope of 
needed energy to all peoples everywhere. 

But let us all pray that the last test at 
Las Vegas will be the last explosion of 
a nuclear or atomic weapon. The odds 
are against that hope. But hope and pray 
we can and must.

‘Decatur High School has the 
highest percentage of graduates 
from among its students 6f. any 
school in the Atlanta area. That 
its grading system has not inter- 
fered with their ability is testi- 
fied to by the statistics given to 
the PTA showing them to rank 
with the best in their college 
work. 


Contrary to impressions given 
by the opponents of the S-U-F 
system, numerical grades A RE 
available to parents upon inquiry 
and they are a permanent part 
of the student’s school record. 
But they are confidential and safe 
from the prying of those who 
have no business knowing them.

SEATON: We are actually con- 
cerned in almost every section of 
the country. For one reason or 
another—inadequate planning, in- 
sufficient storage facilities, over- 
pumping or over-use of wnder- 
ground supplies, and increases in 
consumption — more than 1,000 
communities have had to ration 
water in the past five years! This 
fact points up unequivocally the 
urgency of water conservation in 
the United States today. 

QUESTION: Do you think that 
public opinion is adequately alert 
to the urgency of the problem? 

SEATON: It’s beginning to be. 
Recently there arrived in the De- 
partment of the Interior a rather 
novel letter. It suggested a new 
source of fresh water for the 
United States: Melted icebergs. 
Just tow them down from the 
Arctic, the writer said; the rest 
is easy. 

Well-meaning as the author may 
have been, the communications’ 
value amounted only to a chuckle 
or two.

Georgia 
partisans have anxiously awaited the 
kickoff in Austin ever since Theron 
Sapp crossed the goal line at Grant 
Field last fall. Operation Bandwagon 
motored through the summer months 
at full 


Outlar speed. 

For the first time in almost a decade, Bulldog boosters have 
reason to be optimistic. Regardless of the record, this is the finest 
array of talent assembled in Athens in recent years. 

After sputtering through a 246 campaign, the Bulldogs suddenly 
emerged last year as a top-drawer football team in the final two 


games. Auburn was almost jarred off its No. 1 pedestal, and Tech 
bowed, 74. Most of the battle-tested vets are back, reinforced by 
promising sophomores such as halfback Fred Brown, quarterback 
Francis Tarkenton and linemen Pat Dye and Phil Ashe. 


—Georgia Choice to Fence In Texas 


Georgia coaches and players, aware that a successful start may 
be the key to the entire season, have pointed for this one. Some 
call it a one-game schedule, the game Georgia must use as a spring- 
board up the long road back. 

The jittery-fingered Bulldogs handed Texas a 26-7 victory in the 
lid lifter at Grant Field last year, the first lap on the road to the 
Sugar Bowl. This is only the third match between Georgia and 
Texas. The Longhorns gored the Bulldogs, 41-28, in the 1949 Orange 
Bowl game. In fact, Georgia has finished on the short end in their 
last five run-ins with Texas elevens. 

Nineteen of 26 Texas lettermen return, and Darrell Royal’s 
men are pegged first or second in the various preseason polls. 
The Longhorns are a seven-point favorite to corral the Bulldogs. 
But this may be the year that Georgia won't be fenced in often. 
Here's a ballot for the Bulldogs in a bruising offensive contest, 
say by a score of 23-15. 

The football public in general and coaches in particular will be 
checking on Georgia Tech’s coming out party in Lexington. Coach 

Bobby Dodd will take the wraps off his two-platoon experiment. If 
the Jackets are successful, the fad is likely to spread rapidly. 

Practice sessions have indicated the two-platoon machine will be 
functioning smoothly. In fact, more enthusiastic Tech backers be- 
lieve it will carry the Jackets to their seventh bow! trip in eight 
years. 

After an unprecedented six straight holiday junkets, Tech lapsed 
into a 4-4-2 season last year. But there’s new vim and vigor among 
the troops. Complacent seniors have departed, and Dodd doesn’t 
recall a Jacket team more eager for combat. 


—Tech Picked to Romp in Blue Grass 


The Tech offense will be more potent this outing, and the Jackets 
had no apologies to make on defense last year. Only three of 10 
foes crossed the Tech goal more than once. Since Ray Graves ar- 
rived at the Flats, opponents have averaged less than seven points 
per game. 

Fred Braselton, weary from an average of 56 minutes a game 
as a sophomore, is a different quarterback. He has performed like 
an all-star candidate in practice. Tech is stocked with capable 
ball carriers such as Cal James, Joe DeLany, Les Simerville, Reg- 
gie Logan, Ronnie Lewis and Ben Smith. There are apt to be more 
holes opened up front by improved offensive linemen. 

Kentucky is a hard-nosed opponent capable of giving the Jack- 

ets a thorough test. The Wildcats tuned up for this one with a 
514 romp past outclassed Hawaii last week. Kentucky features 
one of the finest runners in college football in halfback Bobby 
Cravens. Soph sensation Cal Bird winged te four touchdowns 
against Hawaii. Cautious Blanton Collier, starting his fifth term 
at Kentucky, says the Wildcats looked sharper in last Wednes- 
day’s drill than at any time since he’s been on the premises. 

The wildcats are supposed to be snarling over a story by an 
Atlanta columnist, which was mailed to Collier by a Kentucky 
booster. The booster added some comment of his own, and the 
column has been prominently displayed in the locker room. 

It will take quite a bit more than newspaper clippings to get 
the Wildcats past Tech. The Jackets have been installed a narrow 
five-point favorite. I think they’ll win by at least two touchdowns. 
Let’s say by a score of 22-7.
